Debate is Opened. 


The Felder state reformatory bill came 
up as uniinished business and the house 
went into committee of the whole for 
its consideration, Extracts from Gover- 
nor Terrell’s message and the report of 
the prison commission urging the tstab- 
lishment of such an institution, were 
al Hooper Alexander, of DeKalb, 
epoke briefly in support of a radical 
amendment which he had offered and 
which. he said, was for the purpose of 
making the institution a genuine reforma- 
tery instead of merely a branch of the 
penal institution of the state. If it is to 
he merely a branch of the penitentiary, 
# was not necessary to appropriate $18,- 
0. The institution could be establish- 
ei on the state prison farm for much 
less money. But if it was to be a re- 
formatory in fact {t would to be 
taken entirely away from the prison at- 
mosphere and from boys who have al- 
mady been associated with hardened 
criminals. 

Dr. Kelly. of Glascock, opposed the 
amendment suggested by Mr. Alexander. 
Me thought there was danger in it. He 
favored the bill as {t stood. 

Mr Hines. of Liberty, said the prison 
mmission already had the beginning of 
a state reformatory at the prison farm 
at Milledgeville. There are sixteen boys 
thre who are kept entirely separate 
from the other prisoners. It will be pos- 
sible to put up a building on the farm 
and keep the boys at Yeast a mile or 
more away from the other prisoners. The 
separation could be as complete as if 
the two institutions were in separate 
counties, If it were placed on the state 
farm it could be established for much 
‘ess money and he proposed to offer an 
amendment reducing the appropriafon 
from $18,000 to $5,000: The state firm 
had all the land necessary, he said, and 
the smaller sum would be sufficient to 
put up the buildings needed. 

Mr. Bush, of ‘Miller, spoke against the 
bil as it stood, but eaid if the amend- 
ment putting the reformatory on the 
Mate farm was adopted he would favor 
the bill. He said, of course the reforma- 
try should be separated from the rest 
the prison institutton, but this could 
tasily be done right on the state farm. 
Mr. Felder, author of the bill, spoke 
gain for the measure.
